A Burning Well Forty Years' Ago. 


A gentleman residing in Washington city, who 


bas a penchant for old papers, recently tuadc a 
discovery which will no doubt prove interesting 
10 those who may wish to write a history of the 
011 discoveries of Western Pennsylvauian". While 
searching through au old file of the National 
Ititelliyciicci, his cjes fell upou the following 
paragraph: 


"GiiEENSBimo, J.ui. 24,18i1. 


On Friday morningthclTth iust., while Messrs. 


John Klingcnsmith, Sr., Philip Klingeiismitb, 
nnd Nicholas Long were engaged in the boi hiK 
at the Salt Well, four miles north-west of this 
place, they were terribly burnt by fluid which 
emanated from the well coming iti contact with 
a small quantity of lire near tbe"spot nt tbe tlm«. 
We Imc gathered tbe following purticul.tr> from 
one of the unfortunate men: The auger was nt 
the depth ol 4'JO leet, on a hard rock, when It 
suddenly gue iiav, and the water forced up by 
the gas was throw n upon tbe fire, and exploded 
similar to that of gunuowdcr. I'hllip was burnt 
the worst, bi'iug i.cnrest tlie well at the time, 
nnd was unable to move until assisted bv others. 
Their faces and arms were shockingly burnt, and 
but poor hopes were entertained ol their rccov. 
ry until Sunday, when the tire was extraetu 
from the wounds and tbe pain in same tncngur 
ceased. The gas continued to burn until Moi 
day last, and (idled every effort to extinguish 
until then. 
The auger was raised about :i(X 


feet out ol the well, and the little house whlc 
covered the works was burnt to ashes."
